This Quemoy calculallon could be 
In error. By moving supplli 
night, as they did In Korea. It would 
!» possible for the Red Chinese to 
screen their movements. But it Is 
row expected that the altaek 
Quemoy will not come until some 
"me after the assaul'. on Matsu. 
Tha Chinese N alio nails is now 
hava more iban two divisions on 
Quemoy. American military advis- 
ory group officers are on both Is- 
lands advising the Nationalists on 
defense measures. It Is fully rccog- 
nlied that if the defense ol the

Some Types of Atomic Fallout Can Kill 
But Most of It Is Completely Harmless 



WASHINGTON, March 28 flB- 
buslfie.ssman complained Ihnt fall- 
out Irom atomic weapons icsls in 
Ntiadii ivas maklnjf his emplnyes 
sick. A taxi driver snid hl.i tlrea 
were gcttlng sticky from rndlnncllvl- 
ty. Moscow blnmpd TlrouKhta ~in 
Rusala oil atomlo fallout Irom 
America. 

Fallout didn't do any ot these 
llilnita. But such complaints are an 
Indication of how the menace ot 
fallout—* deadly by-product of 
nuclear explosions — la concerning 
people here and abroad. . 

There's no secret Rbout what 
atomic fallout la, and there la a 
certain ■ amoQnt of Information 
available about what It does. 

Atomic fallout might be compared 
with soot from a hot furnace belnu 
drawn up a chimney. Somewhere 
the soot has to come down. 

By the, time soot settles to earth 
It has cooled off so much that about 
the only damage It can do Is smudge 
a wash drying on the line. 

But If a heavy cinder Is sucked up 
through K chimney It can cause real 
trouble. It may fall baclc to earth 
whllo'U Is still hot>and start a 
fire. 

It Is about the same with fallout. 
Dust which is sucked into an 
atomlo explosion gets "hot" — or 



radio-active. But the hot du.it eoola 
off 'fast, loslntt a great deal of lu 
radioactivity In a few mlnuWs. prnc- 
tlcnlly all within lew hours, if the 
dust Is llRht. like soot, It would be 
harmless by the lime it setiled to 
enrili. 

This Is the kind of fallout we've 
been getting from atomic wrapons 
tests In Nevada, It doesn't hurt 
anybody. 

But atflmie explosions slso can 
suck Up heavier dust, like hot cin- 
ders. This happens when an H- 
bomb is exploded so close to earth 
Us fireball scoops out a crater In 
the ground. The dust that rocs up 
Is heavier and thcrefora it falls back 
to earth pretty fast. 

This fallout settles to the ground 
before It has had a chance to "cool," 
or lose Its radioactivity. And this 
kind of fallout Is dangerous. It 
kill. ) 

The atomic energy commlwlon 
disclosed recently that H-bomb fall 
out from an explosion where thi 
fireball touched the ground can con' 
tamlnate an area of 7,000 square 
miles— greater than the state 
Connecticut, almost as bis as Massa- 
chusetts or New Jersey. 

For 38 hours after such 
plosion, no one in the region could 
ue certain of slaying alive.

The prefabricated house, whlch- 
:lufllly la a panel truss type of 
ilructure and In many ways differ- 
ent from the well-known prefabri- 
cated type of home, U Itelng brought 
lo Magic Valley by Volco Cinder 
ProducU company. Twin Falls and 
Jerome. 

Victor Camozif, general manager 
of the company's Jerome plant, 
stresses that the firm's goal Ls to cut 
the coat of building homes. "Labor 
cost and the price ot materials are 
more or less stationery- Items and 
they cannot be cut," he points out. 

■'We (eel we can construct a less 
eipeiisJve'home, however, through a 
more alert coordination l>etween the 
use ot necessary materials and the 
labor that goes Into the erection ot 
a home. This new type of home Is 
constructed with a negligible loss of 
materlQlB which In the conventional 
home Is one or the major sources 
of waste." CamozzI says. 

To prove its point, the company 
put up one of Its houses, a pilot 
model, for public inspection In Je- 
rome. "This house not only will af- 
ford Interested residents an oppor- 
tunity to see what we have to offer 
but It gives UB a basU upon which 
wo can determine cogl and time oT 
construction." Camozzt explali 

Actually, the house has become 
qult« a point of attraction In Je- 
rome. One day last week molorUta 
driving to work down Main street 
saw an empty lot across the street 
from the Volco plant. When they 
returned home In the late afternoon 
there wn.i a completed houae.
